Ken G arnett, an officer who 
su ffered alm o st id en tical 
injuries in an accident in 
1967. “ I was fortunate that it 
was a num ber of years later 
and they knew how to treat it 
then. Mac w asn’t so lucky. 
“Seeing Mac sitting there, 
I thought T h ere but for the 
grace of God, sit I’,” G arnett 
said. “ We love Mac. He will 
always be a brother officer.” 
Mac spent four years on 
the force before the Jan. 14, 
1952 crash. For the next 30 
months he lived in a dark 
world, unable to talk or 
move. Slowly he returned 
from his coma and is now 


able to talk to his family and 
friends. 
“ Of the 300 to 400 people 
who cam e down to see him 
(at the party) only two or 
th re e knew him 
th e n ,” 
G arnett 
said. 
“ Policemen 
are a pretty tight bunch. If 
one is in trouble or needs 
som e help, no other officer 
will spare anything to get 
it.” 
Now a grandfather, Mac 
gets a courtesy ride each 
Sunday in a police car from 
his hospital residence to the 
hom e citizens paid for in the 
late 1950s.

Houston gave me a brick 
hom e, with air conditioning, 
central heat, a carport and 
e v e ry th in g ,” 
M ac 
sa id , 
beam ing 
from 
his 


wheelchair. 
The city kept Mac on full 
pay for five years after his 
accid en t w hich o ccu rred 
while answ ering a burglary 
call. He w as retired at half 
pay in 1957.

Hospital D istrict has tried to 
get Mac m oved from the 
county hospital to a nursing 
hom e. 
D istric t 
officials 
argued 
that m ore than a 
quarter million dollars had 
been spent on his care, but 
form er M ayor Louie Welch 
and other

criticized the district and 
Mac kept his hospital bed.

m em b er of th e g ro u p ,’ 
G arn ett sa id . “ Mac has 
about 2,375 brothers. It’s a 
big fam ily.”

Mr. Waggoner has stated 
that city trash bags will save 
the tax payers money. I’m 
wondering how it will save 
the small family who has to 
buy smaller bags for their 
kitchens more often to fill 
the huge city bags. Also, how 
will it save the large family 
who will be paying an a d ­ 
ditional charge for every bag 
over two picked up each 
time. 
This brings up

How does 
the city purpose to keep tabs 
on the num ber of bags each 
household sets on it s curb ? 
Will they employ a crew of 
men to canvass the city, 
recording the addresses of 
those contributing more than 
their “ fair sh are” of g a r­ 
bage?

power could be put to use in 
other areas such as m ain­ 
taining our ever-corroding 
streets. 
With a city that is growing 
in 
numbers,

every year, such as Plano, I 
would think that our city 
fa th e rs 
would

m o re 
concerned 
with 
trying 
to 
solicit new industry to share 
the inevitable tax delimma 
than over extending their 
powers in m atters of in­ 


dividual rights and freedom 
of choice.
